Torrance residents arr 
beginning to recieve new 
curb numbers at their ad­ 
dress, according to Robert 
M. Vroman. chairman of the 
Torra nee Tournament of 
Roses Association, fund- 
raising committee in sup­ 
port of the Torrancr r'loat 
in the Pasadena Tournament 
of Roses Parade of New 
Year's Day

In discussing the plan. 
Vroman indicated that 
street address numbers will 
be painted on the curbing 
in front of each home and 
apartment building in t h e 
city The plan will provide 1 
a uniform system through­ 
out the community. Num­ 
bers will be of patented 
glass, light reflecting, lumi­ 
nous paint. The first area 
to receive house numbers 
will be the Riviera section.

In addition to the obvious 
objective of raising funds 
to finance a float in the 
Tournament of Roses Pa­ 
rade and. hence, greater 
recognition of Torrance 
throughout the nation and 
world. Vroman cited addi­ 
tional advantages to be 
gained.

"This program will assist 
all governmental agencies 
in locating residence* in 
ca-r of emergencies," Vro-

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man said He mentioned dif­ 
ficulties encountered by 
members of the police and 
fire department, ambulance 
services, and utility compan­ 
ies in quickly locating Tnr- 
ranco residents Also, he in­ 
dicated greater ease to be 
encountered bv the general 
public in finding the resi­ 
dence of friends and rela­ 
tives.

Vroman was quick to 
point out that while the pro- 
grain was endorsed by Tor- 
ranee city officials, payment

is not obligatory on the part 
of the Torrance residents

charge of 120 per case, an 
annual charge estimated at
